Dr. Tay lor at once notified Coroner 
Strau ghn at Lisbon, and after a state­ 
ment of the case had been made to 
that official he gav e instru ctions to 
hav e ttie body taken to an u ndertak 
ing establishment, as there was no 
need of an inqu est. 
The body was at once remov ed to 
the u ndertaking rooms of John Rine­ 
hart, Second street, and from the pock­ 
ets of the dead man’s clothes were' 
taken three half pints of liqu or, $1.40, 
jackknife, pair of sox and a piece of 
camphor.

He seemed at that time to be In the 
best of health, bu t none of his broth­ 
ers saw him on Tu esday , and the first 
news they had of his whereabou ts was 
when they receiv ed the sad news of 
his death. 
Johnson spent most of y esterday in 
Wellsv ille and when he retu rned to 
this city he went to the toll hou se and 
left some articles which he had pu r­ 
chased in Wellsv ille.

That Surprises Peo ple In Anthracite 
Regio n—Believed They W ill Give L’p, 
When Funds Get Lo wer. 


Hazleto n, Pa., Oct. 4.—Altho ugh mo st 
*f the big co mpanies have o ffered the 
mine wo rkers 10 per cent increase in 
Wages, no t a mo ve has y et been made 
by any o f the strikers to ward a re­ 
sumptio n o f wo rk. The way the men 
have thus far sto o d to gether witho ut 
sho wing any weakness in any pan o t 
their ranks is co nsidered rei^a’kable 
by many perso ns in the regio n. 1 hat a 
break will co me so o ner o r later, ho w­ 
ever, is believed by many to be cer­ 
tain. 
It is po inted o ut tiiat as the 
strikers’ funds 
gro w 
smaller, their 
ho pe will beco me fainter and they will 
then readily accept the 10 per cent 
o ffered by the co mpanies. Tho ugh 
President Mitchell and his co lleagues 
say they are sanguine o f their ability 
to keep the almo st general tieup in 
fo rce until the o perato rs further re- 
" cede fro m their po sitio n, they are no t 
lo sing an o ppo rtunity to keep the men 
fro m being intluenced into resuming 
wo rk by rumo rs o f settlements, agree­ 
ments. .etc. 


President Mitchell was info rmed o í 
the wide circulatio n o f a sto ry to the 
effect that lie had reached an agree­ 
ment with the presidents o f the co al 
milling and co al carry ing railway s and 
after verbally deny ing the repo rt, he, 
Wednesday , issued the fo llo wing: 
"To the Miners and Mine Wo rkers o f 
the Anthracite Regio n; 
,v e have just been info rmed that 
the repo rt has been circulated at Ash­ 
land to the effect that in a co nference 
at New Yo rk this mo rning between 
the co al o perato rs and my self an agree­ 
ment was reached which will end the 
strike* 
“I uesire to no tify all mine wo rkers 
that the repo rt is inco rrect and tlint 
I have no t been in co nference with 
the presidents o f the co al co mpanies 
and have made no agreement with 
them. I wish to reiterate what I said 
several day s ago . that there wo uld be 
no settlement o f the strike until a co n­ 
ventio n o f all the anthracite miners 
is held. Yo u are further requested to 
pay no atentio n to statements o f this 
kind and to co ntinue.the strike until 
such co ncessio ns are made 
by 
the 
o perato rs as will justify us in calling 
a general co nventio n, when y o u will 
be regularly no titied o f the date and 
place at which the co nventio n will be 
held. 
Jo hn Mitchell,

Co ntrary to the general impressio n, 
the striking mine wo rkers will no t be 
given cash in any way o f relief, but 
will l>e pro vided by the unio n with pro ­ 
visio ns and clo thing fo r every mem­ 
ber o f each family needing assistance. 
The United Mine Wo rkers will pay fo r 
the supplies. An o fficial o f the unio n 
saUl that the bitumino us miuers and 


o ther o rganized labo r will send sup­ 
plies by the carlo ad fo r the relief o f 
anthracite miners.

MOST CONCEDE MORE. 


Or Mitchell Will Not Allow 
Strike Settled. 


MINERS’ CONTENTION MUST DECIDE 


Strikers Keeping Together In a Way 
That Surprises People In Anthracite 
Region—Believed They W ill Give Up, 
When Funds Get Lower. 


Hazleton, Pa., O ct 4.—Although most 
if the big companies have offered the 
mine workers IO per cent increase 
in 
Wages, not a move has yet been made 
by any of the strikers toward a re­ 
sumption of work. 
The way the men 
have thus far stood together without 
showing any weakness in any part of 
their ranks is considered reiRii'kable 
by many persons in the region. That a 
break will come sooner or later, how­ 
ever, is believed by many to be cer­ 
tain. 
It is i>ointed out that as tile 
strikers’ funds 
grow 
smaller, their 
hope will become fainter and they will 
then readily accept the IO per cent 
offered by 
the 
companies.

President Mitchell and his colleagues 
Bay they are sanguine of their ability 
to keep the almost general tieup in

losing an opportunity to keep the meu 
from being influenced into resuming 
work by rumors of settlements, agree­ 
ments, .etc. 


president Mitchell was informed ol 
the wide circulation of a story to tile 
effect that he had reached an agree­ 
ment with the presidents of the coal 
mining and coal carrying railways and 
after verbally denying the report, he, 
Wednesday, issued the following: 
"To the Miners and Mine Workers of 
the Anthracite Region: 
.He have ju st been informed that 
the report has been circulated at Ash­ 
land to the effect that in a conference 
at New York this morning between 
the coal operators and myself an agree­ 
ment was reached which will end the 
strike. 
“I desire to notify all mine workers 
that the rejiort is incorrect aud that 
I have not been In conference with 
the presidents of the coal companies 
and have made no 
agreement 
with 
them. I wish to reiterate what I said 
several days ago. that there would lie 
no settlement of the strike until a con­ 
vention of all the anthracite miners 
is held. You are further requested to

last time he saw 
his brother alive was on Monday when 
he was quarrying stone at his

home. 
At that time the brothers

er remarked that “he thanked 
God 
that his trouble had not started him 
to drinking and he had not touched a 
drop since his wife left him.” 
He seemed at that time to be In the 
best of health, but none of his broth­ 
ers saw him on Tuesday, and the first 
news they had of his whereabouts was 
when they received the sad news of 
his death. 
Johnson spent most of yesterday in 
W ellsville and when he returned to 
this city he went to the toll house and 
left some articles which he had pur­ 
chased in W ellsville. 
He was then 
under the influence 
of 
intoxicating 
liquor. 
He was a son of Mrs. Rebecca John 
son and leaves a widow, five brothers 
and two sisters to mourn his death: 
John W., James, Eph, George and W. 
C. and Mrs. Elizabeth 
Stewart 
and 
Mrs. Frank Silverthorn. 
The remains were taken to Chester 
this morning.
